Editorial  Reports 


General  Series: 

Presented  by  Dr.  Michael  Cross. 

As  this  is  my  first  report,  based  on  a  very  few  months’  work  with  the 
General  Series,  it  is  necessarily  general  and  light. 

The  vagaries  of  the  postal  system  created  unfortunate  delays  in  the 
delivery  of  Volume  XLVI,  The  Journal  of  Major  John  Norton,  edited  by 
C.  F.  Klinck  and  J.  J.  Talman.  However,  Professor  Zaslow  has  left  such  a 
bulk  of  projects,  and  has  organized  it  so  well,  that  the  publication  schedule 
should  be  met  quite  easily  for  some  time  to  come.  Professor  Zaslow  is 
keeping  a  paternal  eye  on  the  current  volume,  The  North-West  Campaign 
of  1885.  Edited  by  Desmond  Morton  and  Reginald  Roy,  and  based  on  the 
telegram  book  of  Adolphe  Caron,  it  is  with  the  printer  in  Scotland  and 
should  appear  later  in  1972. 

Currently  being  edited  are  two  manuscripts.  One  is  the  long-awaited 
translation  of  J.  F.  Lafitau’s  Les  moeurs  des  sauvages  ameriquaines.  Two 
volumes  are  planned,  the  first  to  appear  next  year.  Volume  I  will  contain 
an  extensive  introduction  by  William  N.  Fenton,  the  text  of  Lafitau’s  first 
volume,  and  nineteen  plates.  It  should  run  to  just  under  four  hundred 
pages.  Volume  II  will  be  somewhat  shorter  —  about  325  pages  —  with 
twenty-two  plates.  The  other  manuscript  being  edited  by  C.  Bruce  Fergus- 
son,  is  the  fifth  and  final  volume  of  the  diary  of  Simeon  Perkins,  covering 
the  years  1804  to  1812. 

Other  volumes  are  well  advanced.  Morris  Zaslow’s  book  on  the  reports 
of  William  Duncan  should  be  delivered  to  the  general  editor  this  summer. 
John  Saywell  and  Paul  Stevens  are  nearing  the  completion  of  their  two 
volumes  of  the  Minto  correspondence.  Mrs.  Elizabeth  McDougall  is  work¬ 
ing  on  a  selection  of  letters  received  by  the  Glasgow  Colonial  Society  from 
British  North  America  between  1821  and  1843.  Several  new  suggestions 
for  volumes  have  been  received,  but  no  action  has  been  taken  on  them  yet. 

An  unusual  problem  has  arisen  in  regard  to  the  Lafitau  volumes.  As  the 
pioneer  work  in  North  American  anthropology,  Lafitau  has  had  a  wide 
readership  even  in  French  and  Dutch.  A  good  deal  of  interest  has  been 
generated  in  our  edition  and  approaches  have  been  made  for  United  States’ 
distribution.  Such  distribution  seems  appropriate,  but  raises  a  number  of 
technical  problems.  Only  a  relatively  small  number  of  copies  can  be  impor¬ 
ted  into  the  United  States  without  jeopardizing  the  authors’  copyrights. 
Several  options  are  open  to  the  Society  and  Mr.  John  Gray  has  agreed  to 
speak  to  them. 

On  motion  by  Dr.  Cross,  seconded  by  Mr.  G.  W.  Brigden  the  General 
Editor’s  Report  was  approved. 


Mr.  John  Gray  reported  on  the  copyright  problems  in  the  U.S.A.  if  the 
two  volumes  of  Lafitau  are  distributed  in  the  U.S.A.  He  discussed  a  pro¬ 
posal  by  the  Smithsonian  Institute  to  the  effect  that  it  should  share  in  the 
cost  and  distribution  of  these  volumes  in  the  U.S.A.  The  chief  problem  is 
that  where  a  book  is  written  by  an  American  citizen  and  published  outside 
the  U.S.A.  then  no  more  than  1 ,500  copies  may  be  imported  in  the  U.S.A. 
without  the  author  losing  his  copyright.  In  this  case,  the  two  Lafitau 
volumes  will  be  technically  very  difficult  and  expensive  by  reason  of  both 
Latin  and  Greek  in  the  text  and  the  difficulty  of  adequately  reproducing 
the  plates.  He  also  reported  Council  had  approved  the  general  principle  of 
publishing  Lafitau’s  Les  moeurs  des  sauvages  ameriquaines  as  a  shared 
arrangement  in  the  U.S.A.,  probably  with  the  Smithsonian  Institute  and 
had  appointed  a  Committee  to  negotiate  the  details  of  such  an  arrange¬ 
ment. 

It  is  expected  that  the  Lafitau  volumes  will  be  typeset  in  Scotland  by 
Maclehose  as  is  usual  with  the  General  Series  publications  and  copies  will 
be  printed  there  for  members  of  our  Society;  the  plates  or  other  necessary 
material  would  then  be  sent  to  the  Smithsonian  Institute  or  elsewhere  for 
reproduction  of  additional  copies  in  the  U.S.A.  and  thus  prevent  the  loss 
of  the  U.S.  copyright. 


Ontario  Series: 

Presented  by  Professor  William  Ormsby. 

A  number  of  unforeseen  problems  have  delayed  the  publication  of  the 
next  volume  in  the  Ontario  Series,  The  Thunder  Bay  District,  1821-1892, 
but  I  have  been  assured  by  the  Executive  Editor  of  the  University  of 
Toronto  Press  that  it  will  definitely  be  published  in  the  autumn  of  this 
year  or  very  early  in  1973  at  the  latest. 

Work  on  the  Colonel  John  Prince  volume,  edited  by  Alan  Douglas,  is 
progressing  favourably.  Paul  Cornell,  the  original  editor  of  the  First  World 
War  volume,  found  that  his  increased  academic  duties  left  him  no  time  to 
work  on  the  volume  and  I  have  been  very  fortunate  in  securing  Miss 
Barbara  Wilson  as  a  replacement  for  him.  Miss  Wilson  has  been  working 
steadily  on  the  volume  since  last  autumn  and  will  likely  have  a  manuscript 
ready  for  me  by  the  end  of  the  summer.  I  am  also  pleased  to  report  that 
Cornelius  Jaenen  has  accepted  my  invitation  to  edit  a  volume  on  Ontario 
during  the  French  Regime.  Professor  Jaenen  has  prior  commitments  which 
will  keep  him  busy  until  the  end  of  1973,  but  he  has  agreed  to  begin  the 
project  in  1974  and  to  give  it  top  priority  from  then  until  it  is  finished. 

Once  The  Thunder  Bay  District  is  published,  I  believe  it  will  be  possible 
to  establish  a  publication  schedule  with  a  volume  appearing  regularly  once 
every  two  years  in  accordance  with  our  new  arrangements  with  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Education  of  Ontario. 


It  has  been  proposed  that  a  further  volume  be  one  on  London,  Ontario 
from  the  time  of  Simcoe  to  the  establishment  of  a  town  council  in  1848, 
to  be  edited  by  Daniel  J.  Brock. 

On  motion  by  Professor  Ormsby,  seconded  by  Mr.  John  Gray  and 
carried,  the  Report  of  the  Ontario  Editor  was  approved.
